









Avila bytes into the 
Information Super Highway

Larry Kramer, Avila College 
President, sees Avila one day 
becoming “a leading player" 
among colleges and universities 
in the areas of campus-wide 
computer and cable technology. 

Avila is joining Internet, the 
worldwide computer network. 
President Kramer said the 
network is already installed in 
all classrooms, meeting rooms, 
faculty and staff offices, and 
hookups are in donn rooms for 
student use. Internet training is 
scheduled to take place during 
Sept, and Oct. with full access 
following and possible satellite 
downloading in the future. 

Kramer cautioned that, 
although hookups are in place 
in dorm rooms, students must 
provide their own PC's. For 
students who don't own one, he 
said, computers have been put 
in various areas in each dorm, 
and in the library for students 
living off-campus. There are 



now over 100 PC's distributed 
across campus, networked to 
more than 60 printers. 

Kramer also said wiring for 
cable TV was installed over the 
summer, including video wiring 
for broadcasts from the Avila 
studios. Tom Lease, vice- 
president and dean of Student 
Affairs, said the college is in 
the process of signing a 
contract with American 
Cablevision and cable should 
be ready by Sept. 1 . 

The installation of some final 
equipment in September will 
allow Avila-produced radio and 
television shows to be cable- 
cast on campus. Furthermore. 
Dotty Hamilton, coordinator of 
Avila's Communication 
program, said Catherine 
Wickern was hired as a part- 
time faculty member to 
coordinate the Avila channel 
and recruit people to make it 
work. Hamilton said Wickern 
will be looking for technical 
people and on-air personalities. 
"Any Avila student can be a 



part of this,” Hamilton said. 
These opportunities are not 
limited to Communication 
majors. 

Pat Kopp, coordinator of 
Computer Science, said he 
moved the entire network of 
IBM computers from the lab to 
the library. 

"The network is exactly the 
same as it was in the lab,” he 
said. 

Kopp is now installing 18 
new 486SX computers in the 
lab. These will also be 
networked and wiii run 
Windows® and applications 
such as Microsoft Office® and 
Lotus SmartSuite®. The system 
should be ready when classes 
start. 

Students can have their MTV 
or plug into the Internet to 
research that big paper. They 
can write to their instructor or a 
friend on campus via e-mail, or 
listen to the voice of Avila. Of 
course, the library and its 
databases will still be there — 
just augmented. 
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Welcome to Avila!

The most important tip is to 
become familiar with the Avila 
campus as soon as possible.

The following are notes to aid you 
in your college experience. 

• Student ID’s are essential. They 
provide access to all campus and 
sporting events, enable you to 
check out library books and 
provide discounts at area movie 
theaters. New students can receive 
their ID’s Saturday, Aug. 26 at the 
Student Organization and 
Opportunity Fair. The ID machine 
will also be in operation Aug. 29 
through Sept. 2 in Marian Center 
from 9 to 1 1 a.m., 2 to 4 p.m. and 6 
to 8 p.m. 

• An ATM machine will be 
located in upper Marian Center 
near the West side revolving door. 
It is a universal machine and will 
accept all bank cards. 

• The Student Resource Center is 



located in lower Blasco Hall. The 
office is open from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
and by appointment. Whether you 
need tutoring, personal counseling, 
help writing a theme, research 
paper or resume, assistance 
developing your study skills or a 
part-time or full-time job, the 



Student Resource Center can help. 
For more information, call 942- 
8400 ext. 2266. 

■ The Snack Bar is located in 
lower Marian Center. Meal tickets 
can be purchased for $10 with a 
food value of $12.50. 

• The Dining Hall is located in 
upper Marian Center. Meals are 
All-U-Care to eat. Food purchased 
in the Dining Hall needs to be 
consumed in the Dining Hall. 

• Vending machines are located in 
lower Marian Center, lower 
O'Rielly, lower Goppert and the 
Mabee Fieldhouse. 

• Pay phones are located in every 
building on campus. 

• The Book Store is located in 
lower Marian Center. The Book 
Store features books for all 
courses, a full line of Avila 



apparel, office supplies, greeting 
cards, stamps on sale and a mail 
drop. 

• The Hooley-Bundschu Library 
offers many study opportunities to 
Avila students including library 
tours, private study rooms, typing 
rooms, a reference room, an 



audio/visual room and computer 
lab. The library has various CD 
ROM data bases including Infotrac, 
First Search, Dialog, ERIC, and 
others. In addition to many new 
books references, the library has 
added 12 more computers to its 
computer lab. Since KRCHE no 
longer exists, the library has set up 
inter-library loans with other area 
higher education institutions. 
Students need to have their student 
ID card when checking out library' 
books. 

• Mass is held Tuesday through 
Friday at noon and on Sunday at 1 1 
a.m. Father Dan Torson is available 
for appointment in Foyle Hall at 
942-8400 ext. 2423. Anyone who 
would like to participate as readers, 
communion ministers and altar 
servers need to contact Father Dan.

Beneath the bustling paths of Avila’s quad is a system of secret 
tunnels connecting several buildings on campus. 

The first major tunnel begins near the Bookstore in lower Marian 
and leads to lower Carondelet Hall and the Hodes Education Center.
